and agricultural relief, owing by 
resident farmers within the Special 
Areas sas at December 3lst, 1935,

It has also been decided by the Board 
to consider a compromise or adjust- 
ment. of the arrears of taxes 1936, 
and agricultural relief for the years 
1937 and 1988 owing by resident 
farmers, each ease to be considered on 
its individual merits. 

Right. of Redemption 

Where title has been acquired!to

, will be given the right of redemption 
by leasing the property from the Board 
on a crop-share basis, and any monies 
received by the Department in excess 
of the amount required to pay the 
current year’s taxes will be applied 
on the arrears.

Mixtures Are Best 
in Sowing Legumes 
and Grasses for Hay 


Reasons Why Mixtures Superior 
to Crop Grown Alone for 
Hay Purposes 


That farmers who intend to sow 
grasses or legumes for hay should give 
serious consideration to sowing a 
mixture, is the advice given by the 
Extension Service of the Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture. There are a 
number of reasons why mixtures are 
superior to either crop grown alone 
for hay purposes. The yield of al- 
falfa hay has been found to be in- 


creased slightly by the addition of a. 


small amount of grass seed: Too large 
a percentage of grass, however, de- 
creases the yield as compared to straight 
alfalfa. 

Very often a hay crop is sown on 
land which is inclined to blow. In 
such cases gr&ss provides more fibre 
for the soil when it is re-broken, and 
the legume builds up the nitrogen 
content. In this way, both the soil 
fertility and the fibre im’ the soil are 
increased. A mixture of grass and ‘al- 
falfa is more effective than alfalfa 
alone for controlling weeds. The 
grass seems to add a smothering effect 
which assists materially in controlling 
noxious weeds. 


Many Cut Grass Too Late 


It is a common mistake in this 
Province, says the gxtension Service, 
to cut grass hay to6 late to secure the 
greatest feed value from it. With a 


mixture of, alfalfa and a grass, the ~ 


tendency will be to cut the glfalfa 
at the proper stage of growth By 
cutting at this time, a higher feed 
value will be obtained from the grass 
than would have been secured had 
it been left until later in the season. 
In the park belt of the Province and 
in the grey wooded soils, a mixture 
consisting of alfalfa and timothy has 
been found satisfactory. Timothy 
requires considerable moisture ‘and 
its use is therefore limited to those 
areas where rainfall is.adequate. On 
the open, prairie and in areas where

' The Premier of Manitoba and the 
delegation accompanying him ~—laid 
their brief. before members of the 
Cabinet, and earnestly advocated 
the retention of the 80 cent guar- 
anteed price for the coming ‘crop for 
One Northern, basis Fort William. 
In addition there have been strong 
representation fromthe West, in which 
The Western Farm Leader played a 
part, in support of the continuance 
of the price as essential to the main- 


’ tenance of the economy of the Prairie

signed by a large section of the Western 


farmers.

Able counsel assisted the delegation, 
so that it may be held, from every 
point of view, the brief from the West 
was most adequately presented to the 
Federal Government. It is. believed, 
however, that the Government § ad- 
heres to its déCision not to guarantee 
the 80 cent price for this year. There 
is a pretty strong feeling here that it 
is much more likely that the govern: 
ment will come up halfway - between 
‘the 60 cent initial price and the 80 
cent guarantee and agree to a price 
of 70 cents. For a time it was felt here 
that almost certainly this would be 
done and that the announcement 
would come with the further reading 


of the agricultural bills. Now opinion 


seems to’ be veering to the idea that 
the Government is likely. to watch 


¢ the course of the market for the next 
\Jtwo or three months, -and may then 


decide upon some further course of 
action about the end of the crop year. 
Political Aspects 


The situation quite naturally is 
fraught with political difficulties, not. 


. “nolitical’’ necessarily in its narrower 


sense. Favorable to the retention 
of the higher price guarantee are 
considerations of the interests of the 
West which are so important to the 
whole Canadian economy. There is 
no’’need to attempt to go into that 
question here,,,or at the same time 
to mention on the other.,,hand that 
agriculturists generally are almost

Placed at Disposal of Munici- 
palities and Improvement |

This year it is forecast that the 
grasshopper outbreak will cover a 
larger area than. in 1938, with an 
extension of the infested area.--west- 
ward and northward, and a light and 


patchy area recorded for the first time 


in the Peace River district. 

_ The range of severity of infestation 
over the Province is termed “light” 
to “very severe”, depending to a great 
extent upon the growth and climatic 
conditions last fall and this spring and 
early summer. Where the forecast is 
termed ‘‘severe’”’ there is a threat of 
widespread damage of great intensity, 
which necessitates control measures 
on the part of farmers_in those areas. 


Continues Extremely Serious 


Even in the light infested zones, 
grasshoppers may be expected to be 
present in sufficient numbers to cause 
definite losses in individual fields. 


Therefore, the hopper condition for ~ 


1939 continues to be extremely serious, 
and will require that the Province 
continue its’ widespread and_ well 
organized control campaign to avoid 
tremendous losses of crops-in many 
large districts. 

The Provincial Government is plac- 
ing supplies ‘and supervisors at the 
disposal of  Munictpalities and Im- 
provement Districts in order to com- 
bat the expected,outbreak. Farmers 
within the grasshopper infested areas 
are required to comply with the pro- 
visions of the ‘Provincial Agricultural 
Pests Act’ in control of grasshoppers. 

Communities and Municipalities 
wishing to hold public meetings, or 
requiring information, should com- 
municate with the Field Crops Branch 
of the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture, Edmonton.

flowed into wide plains which again 

broke their destructive force. 

There were few men on the primeval 
continent, but the land was covered 
with trails. In Kentucky, where the 
buffalo came over the mountains 
to the salt licks and meadows, their

_ three wagons abreast, as settlers later 
found. From the Blue Ridge to the 
Rockies a network of thoroughfares 
followed well-watered glades, natural 
meadows, beaver meadows, intervales, 
crossing the mountains along the 
heights of land where trees were thin-

| World Wheat Situation | 


There seems to be an inclination for 
world wheat markets to show a slight 
upward trend. This has been brought 
about by the maintenance of a sub- 
stantial trade from week to week by 
uncertain crop, prospects in Europe 
and by deterioration of the United 
States winter wheat crop. 

_ At present conditions in Europe 
appear average, with da e from 
winter killing and a backward spring 
reported in Northern Etirope and good 
conditions reported in the Danube 

asin. From present indications it 
would appear unlikely that Europe 
will harvest a huge crop like she did 
last year. = 

Those regions in~ the mid-western 
section of the United States—which 
produce the bulk of the winter wheat 
are issuing variable reports at the 
present time. Dry weather and hot 
winds have resulted in deterioration. 
While the crop seems.on the whole to 
have a good growth, in many sections 
it is weakly-rooted and susceptible to 
damage. 

Reserves in Europe 


The steadiness of the world trade. 


in wheat is due to some extent to the 
This 
factor will offset somewhat prospective 
lower world yields. If the .political 
tension eases the reserves can be ued 
for domestic consumption if wheat 
prices mount. 

Western Canada is in the thick of 
seeding, with dry conditions using 
up what reserves of moisture exist. 


~The acreage will be about the same as 


last year, with the decrease in Sask- 
atchewan being offset by inereases in 
Manitoba and Alberta, 

The big drag: on .the market, of 
course, is the prospective huge carry- 
over. Canada and the United States 
will likely have 350 million bushels 
of old crop,wheat to*carry into the 
new season. Only an extensive cal- 
amity will make substantial inroads 
¥nto such large supplies. Then there 
is the big government holding in 
Argentina, which that country will 
want to liquidate before next Decem- 


er. . 
All in all it would seem that pros- 
pects for a material price advance 


‘are not very. good and Broomhall 


seems to think that the surplus will 
go down fast if a poor crop is har- 
vested or.extensive drought »attacks 
North American wheat fields.

Two-Year-Old Colt Sick 

C.0O.L., Carolside.—I have a two- 
year-old colt that I took in from the 
range seven weeks ago. He was stiff 
on all four legs and is not getting 
much better; never lies down, stands 
with his head down most. of the 
time; sometimes géts a fit, turns 
around to the Jeft number of. times, 
then walks a little ways, stands again 
in the same position. Gets little better 
at times so he eats a _ little—just 
enough to keep alive. I feed him 
hay and alittle oats. It.is a little early 
in the-season for the sleeping sickness, 
but it looks pretty much that way. 
Would like to know what it is and 
what to do for him.. 

Ans.—This is some form of brain 
trouble. May be injury or growth 
affecting right side of head. You 
might try applying ice to head and 
feed laxative food. Would advise 
giving a quart of “Mineral Oil as 
drench. '
